P. Kerlin, C.C., took strong 
ction to the proposed form of agreement 
teachers in ptblic elementary schools, 
Y jally clause 5, which provided that ‘‘The 
ies of the teacher shall include the duty 
of giving, if so required by the Education 
Authority, simple Bible instruction to pupils 
ording to any programme of such instruc- 
t adoy ted by the Education Authority, 
provided that such programme shall not in- 
clude instruction according to the tenets dis- 
tinctive of any religious denomination; id 
provided also that if the teacher can show 
that he has given the aforesaid simple Bible 
instruction in a bona fide manner in accord- 
ance with the programme applicable thereto 
he shall not be liable to dismissal on grounds 
connected with the efficiency of his work in 
giving such instruction. I¢ is further agreed 
that the giving of the aforesaid simple Bible 
instruction by the teacher does not impose 
any obligation on him either to give or to 
refrain from giving denominational instruc- 
Lion, etc. 

The Rev. P. @erlin pointed out that the 
Bible instruction was not defined. In that 
regional area they had one school transferred 
in which’ the staff of teachers was mixed so 
far as relxzion was concerned, If the teachers 
signed that agreement they would be in- 
dividually bound to give Bible instruction 
without distinction as to the members of the

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That was to say, a Catholic teacher 
would be bound to give instruction to those 
who were not Catholics, and vice versa. 
lhe whole thing seemed to be based on the 
assumption that there was a common 
denominator in Bible instruction. He could 
not underst: the Ministry of Education 
preparing and issuing such an agreement. It 
was meanness personified, It was an unfair 
condition. He suggested that the whole 
agreement be referred back to the Ministry 
of Education for the purpose of having that 
clause deleted. 

The Secretary said that the agreement, had 
been before the Committee months ago, and 
had been approved by them.

THE MEANING OF SCIENCEIN 


INDUSTRY. 

Professe,a F kh. Hackett, M.A., Fh.D., 
read a paper on “ The Waste of Ignorance,” 
in the course of which he said that the need 
for science had become more insistent. The 
ease and increase in communication had 
brought the fruits of the tropics to their 
doors; but it also exposed their agricuitural 
products to world-wide competition. 

The ulation should be so trained that. 
they should be able to look for improved 
methods, instead of the long process oí educa- 
tion which took place in the use of potato 
spraying, involving untold loss to the popula- 
tion in the West. Just as much ignorance 
and prejudice existed to-day as regarded the 
extermination of black scab in potatoes. 

THE ELECTRICAL AGE. 

The glowing vision of the electrical age of 
comfort and ease following on the Shannon 
scheme was fading away with the recent 
discldsure of the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce that he could not promise the Dub- 
lin consumer any great reduction in the 
present rates for current. But there was 
worse behind; there was a great danger that 
their backwardness in scientific habits of 
thought would lead to great delay in the use 
of the new source of power, and materially 
add to the cost of placing the scheme on a 
self-supporting basis. They would pay 
dearly for the economies in scientific and 
industrial education for the last ten years. 

ROADS VERSUS MOTOR CARS. 

Motorists, who contributed £600,000 a year 
in taxation might well have demanded that 
£10,000 a year be expended on special train- 
ing and instruction in motor engineering. _ It, 
would yield a certain return to them in the in- 
crease in the life of the cars; yet, they 
only demanded an improvement in the roads. 
They had not yet learned the meaning of 
science in industry. 

A review of the general course of educa- 
tion in this country would immediately con- 
vince them that the burden of scientific train- 
ing of leaders of public opinion in city, 
town, and village or country should fall on 
the secondary school. Half the school period 
should be devoted to the scientific group, 
which should include manual instruction for 
boys. In this matter they were behind the 
Department of Education of Northern Ire- 
lan, which required two years’ manual in- 
struction in every secondary school. If a 
girl should know the use of a needle, or a 

rying pan, a boy should learn the use of a 
soldering iron and a chisel. 
THE IRISH LANGUAGE. 

“The New Growth of the Language ” was 
the subject of a paper read by Mr. George 
McNicolls, M.A., general inspector of the 
Department of Education.’ There had been 
a wonderful growth in the language of late 
years, he said. In every school where sub- 
jects were taught through Irish, in every 
office where work was done in Irish, in the 
Courts when a case was pleaded in Irish, 
and whenever an attempt was made to work 
through Irish, that growth was going on. 
Many. people were impatient with the 
language, because they said that it had not 
a word fur every word in English; but it 
could be equally claimed that English had 
not a word for every word in Irish. 

TERMINOLOGY. 

The greatest question that arose out of the 
extraordinary new growth of the language 
was the question of terminology. There were 
several ways of attacking that question. The 
first was to go back to old and middle Irish 
an | probe them for terminology; secondly, to 
make use of those who had Irish from the 
cradle, by presenting them with things 
rather than words to “ translated; thirdly, 
to utilise modern Irish, chiefly by making 
compound words; and, fourthly, to adopt 
words and terms from other languages. 

Mr. Nicolls pleaded for co-operation be- 
tween all the bodies interested in supplying ; 
the language with new terminology. He con- 
sidered that that could not be best achieved 
through an academy. He instanced the 
French Academy, which never creates ter- 
minology, but merely approves, and the 
Spanish Academy, which has definitely set 
itself against thousands of Spanish words in 
common use. He favoured an advisory coun- 
cil of persons familiar with Irish in all phases 
of its development, who could give the 
hruefit of their knowledge to those interested 
in re and willing to create it. 

CLIMATE AND ENERGY. 

“The Geography of Irish History ” was 
the title of a paper read by Miss Elenor 
Butler, M.A. The paper dealt with the ways 
in which climate and other - ng ay con- 
ditions had helped or hindered the great 
rovements in human history. In lands with 
a temperate climate human energy was 
greatest. In modern history humanity had 
made greatest progress in temperate lands 
which had been cleared of forest or which 
bordered forest areas. Lands which in their 
primal condition were covered with tem- 
perate forests had to await the coming of 
men knowing the use of iron before any well- 
organised communities could w up in 
them. Ireland, in its primal condition, was 
forest-clad, and so the days of Ireland's 
ancient greatness only dawned with the 
coming hither of a Celtic-speaking people, 
who brought with them a knowledge of the 
use of iron, and who, therefore, were able to 
make forest clearings on s large scale, 

MODERN INDUSTRIALISM. 

The wave of modern industrialism, which 
since the harnessing of steam —— over the 
coal-bearing countries of Western Europe and 
Eastern North America, scarcely touched 
Ireland, where no ~reat supplies of coal and 
iron exist her.

THE FAINNE. 

The annual meeting of the Fainne Society, 
an organisation closely allied to the Gaelic 
League, was held in the morning, the 
Buachaillin Buidhe (Mr. E. E. Joynt) pre- 
siding. He said that eighty branches of the 
organisation were in existence throughout the 
country, and that 1,200 persons had received 
the silver Fainne and 335 the gold one. These 
figures show an improvement upon those for 
the preceding year. In addition to the home 
Irish branches, there are branches in London, 
Manchester and Rome. It was to be re- 
gretted that only one-third of those who got 
the white ring proceeded to qualify them- 
selves for the wearing of the yellow one. 

THE WEARING OF THE RING. 

The Fainne was founded twelve years ago 
for the express purpose of advancing the 
study and use of the Irish language, and its 
original members were earnest workers all 
their lives in the cause of Gaelic culture. The

spoke. Irish, and that he had pledged himself 
to speak it at all times when he, or she, had 
an opportunity of doing so.

OPENING OF NEW EXTENSION 
AT THE NORTH WALL.

Dublin had 
shown a good example in putting up the new 
addition, which was so greatly needed owing 
to the increasing number of sailors coming to 
the port. 
BOON TO SAILORS. 

Dr. Lloyd Wright gave an account of his 
experiences in the various foreign ports in 
which he had worked in the Society’s institu- 
tions, and bore testimony to the great bene- 
fit these institutions were to the sailors when 
they came ashore. He also described some of 
the different institutions supported by the 
Society for the orphans of sailors—the Empire 
War Memorial, at Poplar, built to accom- 
modate 240 men every night and supply their 
needs, and the fund to help womenfolk who 
were left stranded when their men met with

THRIFT IN THE SCHOOL. 

In the course of a paper on “ Thrift in 
the School,” Mr. H. A. Mullet, Secretary of 
the’ Central Savings Committee, said that 
the movement had special significance for 
those engaged in educational work. During 
the four years that the movement had been 
in existence 3,567,096 certificates, represent- 
ing a cash investment of £2,764, had 
been sold. This was equal to 18s, 7d. per 
head of the population. In the period re- 
ferred to 2,224 savings associations had been 
formed, of which 2,011 were formed in 
schools, with 4,000 teachers actively engaged: 
in their promotion. These figures demon- 
strated the important part the teachers had 
taken in the pioneer stage of the movement. 
But for the willing co-operation of the mem- 
bers of the Irish National Teachers’ Organi- 
sation this constructive national effort would 
not be in the strong position that it held 
to-day. 

The savings assuciations had purchased no 
less than 88,129 certificates by instalments as 
low as a penny, and the cash results of their 
co-»perative effort was £68,300. 

The work of the schools’ savings assocta- 
tions did not lie primarily in the sum of 
money advanced. Its main value was educa- 
tional, and what was chiefly to be appre- 
ciated was the influence that regular saving 
exerted on the character at the time when 
the young were in the process of formin 
habits. The great asset which a school child 
obtained from the practise of thrift in a 
savings association was a habit of mind, a 
power of self-discipline, and a gift of fore- 
thought and discrimination. A new phase of 
that organisation was the establishment of 
regional or local savings committees in the 
more important centres of population, These 
bodies. like the Central Savings Committee 
were all non-political and non-sectarian. Such 
committees were at work in Cork, Limerick, 
and Dublin, and it was intended during the 
coming year to form a chain of such groups 
in all the leading centres throughout the 
country.

THE SUMMER HILL BADGER. 

TO THE EDITOR OF PHE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—In your diverting article on. the 
mystery of this animal’s appearance in a 
Dublin tenement house no mention is made 
of the, perhaps, illumimating fact that the 
badger captured yesterday in Summer Hill is 
the third animal of its species that has been 
found in the same part of Dublin within the 
past two years. On the morning of the 18th 
of April, 1925, the startling intelligence was 
conveyed to the Council of the Zoological 
Society of Ireland, at their breakfast in the 
‘Zoo’ grounds, that a dangerous wild 
animal was in possession of part of a house in 
Belvedere street. The result, of course, was 
the despatch of an army of hunters to the 
spot, and the enrichment of the Society's 
collection with a very ‘healthy and handsome 
badger. Again, about six weeks ago, as 
related in your issue of the 14th of last 
March, a similar alarm was aroused in a 
house in Phibsborough, and Dr. Ferrar, on 
being notified by the police, secured another 
fine ae for the Gardens. 

The capture of a third in a Summer Hill 
house, on April 19th (almost the exact anni- 
versary of the first occurrence two years ago), 
certainly suggests an extraordinary prevalence 
of these remarkable animals in a particular 
part of Dublin.

They got the parts in the factories, afd 
madé up the rosaries after their ordinary 
work, 

Within three months his firm could double 
their present staff of 125 if a duty were 
placed on imported rosaries.

DEATHS.

VERDICT OF MURDER AND 
SUICIDE 


On. Tuesday night Mr. Moore Boyle, 
Coroner for South Armagh, held an inquest 
at Tullydonnell on the bodies of Daniel and 
eel, husband and wife, who were 
found dead that morning in their dwelling- 
house. The wife had her head battered in, 
and the husband had his throat badly cut. 

The parties. were comfortably off, and in 
Reel’s pocket. was found á deposit receipt, in 
the joint names of himself and his wife, for 


Evidence was given that Reel was aged 45 
and. his wife three fears older. They had 
been. married five years and had no children. 
Their. farm. was. one of twelve acres, and 
they had no financial worries. 

Arthur Murphy, a neighbouring farmer, 
said that Mrs. Reel came to his house on 
Saturday night for a bicycle pump, and 
asked him if he heard any dispute between 
herself. and her husband. When he replied 
that he heard “big words,” the woman 
burst into tears and went away. On Mon- 
day he was attracted by the bawling of the 
hungry cattle, and collected neighbours, who 
tried to get in, but failed. On looking 
through the window they saw the bodies on 
the bedroom floor, Reel was a hard-working 
man ‘and his wife was very thrifty. 

Sergeant Quinn described the finding of 
the bodies in the bedroom. A blood-stained 
razor was found on a dressing-table, as well 
as a piece of paper bearing the words: ‘‘ The 
reason 1.” He also found notes of an agree- 
ment, which he believed were written by 
Reel to end - disputes between the pair. 

Dr. McBride said that he had known the 
couple for thirty years, and there was nothing 
abnormal about either of them. He found 
Mrs. Reel’s head reduced to pulp, and her 
husband’s neck was severed from ear to ear. 
The woman could not have inflicted these 
injuries on herself. 

The Coroner said that the affair was ter- 
ribly distressing, and the only consolation 
was that there were no children to bear the 
burden of this awful infliction. 

The jury found that Reel killed his wife 
and committed suicide while temporarily in- 
sane.

Colonel Heather said that no one regretted 
more: than he the closing of the factory, 
which had existed’ for more than a hundred 
years, and no one would be better pleased if 
it was in working at its full capacity of 
four or five thousand pigs per Kost They 
could not get the of pigs that they 
required, and the overhead expenses had 
become so high that it was economically im- 

ible to continue. their. Queen street 
actory. He hoped that things would im- 
onde but the present. situation..must be 
ked at from a business standpoitit. 

It was, he said, entirely a question of 
educating the farmer into introducing a 
standardised quality of pig, which they were 
not doing at present, 

The question of the imposition of a tariff 
on bacon was discussed, but Colonel Heather 
said that he or his firm would not be in 
favour of such a tariff, in view of the fact 
that their principal trade was with England. 
He added that England demanded lean 
medium bacon, and the Irish farmer had been 
asked time and again to produce it, without 
result. 

The deputation withdrew, and expressed 
the necessity of getting into touch with the 
farmers’ unions and the county councils with 
a view to inducing Irish farmers to produce 
the proper class of pigs required by the 
factory for export purposes.

A CHANGED OPINION, 

The following letter has been received by 
the director of the Dublin Broadcasting 
Station, 2RN. :— 

Drar Srr,—I listened to the Dublin Stalion 
for the first time on Saturday, 16th inst., 
between 7.30 p.m. and 8.0 p.m.

I 
have read in English Dr, Douglas Hyde’s 
book on “ Early Gaelic Literature,’’ wherein 
are printed a few quotations of Old Irish in 
Irish script. “There ends my familiarity 
with modern Irish as a language. 

I am, however, a native of the Isle of 
Skye, in the Hebridés, where Scottish Gaelic 
is spoken. Hence my ability to follow the 
gist of the talk on ‘the small living crea- 
tures.”’ 

Now there is a very general impression, 
shared by myself, that there is a wide diver- 
gency between modern Irish atid Scottish 
Gaelic, and that the two lan es have 
grown very differently since the beginning of 
the 16th century. “This incident has changed 
my opinion, and I estimate that there is as 
much difference between the Scotch dialects 
of Aberdeen and Ayrshire as there is between 
modern Irish and Scottish Gaelic.

Tariffs and the Farm. 


Since the remarkable leap in the 
prosperity of the United States during 
the war, their abounding wealth has 
become proverbial. Domestic servants 
drive to their duties in motor cars; 
labouring men earn wages that are 
the envy of European workers, and 
the amount of wealth per capita is 
higher than anything that. the world ever 
has known. There is much truth in this 
conception. Undoubtedly, American in- 
dustry has made mighty strides of recent 
years; yet all is not well with the 
citizens of the great Republic. As Mr. 
Norman Angell pointed out recently, 
the wave of prosperity which has swept 
over the land since the war has left the 
farming community virtually untouched. 
America’s “wealth is in the ‘towns, where 
thére is no lack of anything. The standard 
of living is exceedingly high, and all those 
persons who are engaged in the manufac- 
turing industry or in the distributing 
trades are flourishing:’ The farmers, how- 
ever, are in a very different case. American 
industry has been built up with the aid 
of a very heavy tariff, whereas there is 
no protection for agricultural produce, of 
which there has been a surplus for many 
years. The farmer, therefore, in order. to 
dispose of his produce, must sell at lowest 
world prices, while he must buy every- 
thing that he needs in a strongly protected 
market. The discrepancy between’ his 
costs and his receipts is so marked that 
public opinion is beginning to swing round 
in his favour, and the case for a readjust- 
ment of conditions is becoming increasingly 
strong. Protection would be useless to 
American agriculture, since supply already 
is greater than demand; but the farming 
community, which ‘is the: backbone of the 
United States, is beginning to realise that 


mainly responsible for the fact that, while 
the inhabitants of the towns are prosper- 
ing, the farmers are struggling to make 
ends meet, 

There is a close analogy between the 
cases of the American and the Free State 
farmers. In this country, unfortunately, 
there is no great prosperity in the towns, 
but. the economic condition of the farmers 
is extremely serious. It is true that the 
Free State Government has’ introduced 
wise legislation which has been designed 
to improve the lot of agriculture, but it 
has embarked also on a policy of “ selec- 
tive protection ” which is having precisely 
the opposite effect. Some Free State 
farmers support the idea of tariffs for 
political. or. sentimental. reasons. They 
argue that this country ought to have 
industries, and that it can get them only 
by means of protection It is a fatal 
mistake to introduce either politics or 
sentiment into a purely economic problem. 
Every tariff on manufactured goods in the 
Free State inevitably. raises the farmer’s 
costs. Finally, the. whole economic struc- 
ture of this country is based on the tillage 
of ‘the: land; and anything that tends to 
hamper the activities of the farmer must 
damage the national economy in the long 


| run. Tariffs of every kind fall within this 


category. When the Minister for Finance

British Guiana. 

British Guiana, or Demerara, situated 
on the North-East coast of South America, 
is one of the least. known Colonies of the 
British Crown. Its chief link with 
Ireland consists in the fact that Irish 
administrators have served there with dis- 
tinction and not a few Irishmen have 
made fortunes in trade. During the 
eighteenth century the Colony changed 
hands more than once between the English 
and the Dutch; but England occupied it 
finally in 1803; and her occupation was 
ratified by the Peace of 1814. It is a fertile 
country, which, beside its paramount pro- 
duct, sugar—nearly fifty per cent. of its 
total export trade—exports also rum, 
diamonds, timber and rice. Yet, in spite 
o! its fertility, British Guiana to-day :s 
not thriving. Its education, social condi- 
tions and finances are in a bad way, and 
during recent years its loan liability and 
annual deficits have been very high for a 
Crown Colony. Last year Mr. Amery ap- 


‘pointed two members of Parliament—Mr. 


R. R. ‘Wilson and Mr. H. Snell—as a 
Commission to visit British Guiana and to 
report upon the causes which have im- 
paired its progress. They seem to have 
done their work thoroughly, and their re- 
port, which was published yesterday, is a 
very. candid. document. . The sugar in- 
dustry has been maintained, with energy 
and ability, against increasing competi- 
tion ; but its success has been secured “' at 
the price of a plantocracy, or government 
of sugar, by sugar, for sugar, inevitably 
tending. to. restrict development in other 
ways.” Public expenditure has been 
allowed to outgrow revenue. The Colony’s 
méthods of education are a:century behind 
the times. The growth of its railways 
and the development of the rich resources 
of the interior have been retarded. —— Its 


_death-rate of 27 per thousand—*“‘ still ex- 


cessively high ’’—is.due largely to the lack 
of a proper health authority. - The Com- 
missioners state the main. cause of all 
these misfortunes in a single sentence: 
“The Government in British Guiana has 
never been able to govern.” 
Administration in British Guiana is a 
legacy from the days of the Dutch West, 
India Company. The Government con- 
sists of a Governor, with his Executive 
Council; a Court of Policy. of fifteen 
members, seven official and eight elected ; 
and a Combined Court, which includes 
the members of the Court of Policy 
and six elected financial representatives. 
The elected representatives are chosen 
by an electorate of less than twelve 
thousand persons, in a-colony of 300,000 
persons. Under this system the elected 
majority of the Combined Court has the 
last word in taxation and expenditure; 
and the services of health and education 
are controlled ‘by local elected bodies. The 
Commissioners. .are satisfied that, if 
British Guiana is to prosper in the future, 
the Constitution must be changed. The 
Government must take full charge of the 
Colony’s.financial affairs. Public health 
officials must be removed from the control 
of local bodies. A uniform conduct of 
education, directly under the Government, 
must be established. One result of the 
absence of any guarantee that a deadlock 
between the Government and the Combined 
Court. may: not stop financial supplies is 
the Dominions Secretary’s inability to 
sanction the classification of the Colony’s 
loans as trustee securities)’ The Commis- 
sioners realise that the Colony’s instinct 
will. be to cling to constitutional rights 
which, it inherited more than a hundred 
yearg:-ago; but they are “net ‘without 
hope ' that, the altered conditions of to- 
day will drive home the need of change. 


The conversion of a “ plantocracy ’’—or of 


any other ‘‘-ocracy ’’—always is a difficult 
matter, especially when reform seems to 
impair political freedom. Yet Mr. 
Amery must accept the task: “The 
Commissioners have made a clear case 
for their contention that the Colony’s 
Government must have ‘‘ the power, in the 
last resort, and under proper safeguards, 


to enforce their. own decisions.’’

Already ex- 
cellent work is being done in both’ Irish 
States, and it has been said that the 
export of eggs from Northern Ireland ‘is 


proving to be more profitable than the | 


whole: shipbuilding industry. The fact 
that Irish eggs are being sold in South 
Africa suggests that they can be sold not 
only in all the British Dominions, but in 
every corner of the world. One of the 
first essentials of a well organised export 
of eggs, as Mr. Guinness remarks, is the 
elimination of the middle-man in London, 
and direct dealing between producer and 
consumer. Already Mr. P. J, Hogan, in 
the Free State, has done admirable work 
to improve the standard of the Irish egg. 
The results of his efforts are beginning to 
make themselves felt, but much remains 
to be done in the way of organisation. 
To produce good eggs is one thing; to sell 
them abroad is another.. The problem 


‘involves a dozen considerations of trans- 


port, packing, freight charges, advertise- 
ment, etc. Its solution calls for an 
elaborate sales organisation, which will 
have branches in every part of the globe ; 
but in this case the game certainly is 
worth the candle. The Irish egg is one of 
this country’s most valuable assets. 
There ig virtually no limit to the possi- 
bilities of the export trade, and we hope 
that Mr. Guinness’s letter will stimulate 
general interest in this important branch 
of the nation’s economic activities. 


CHINESE METHODS ‘OF 
WARFARE.

MAGIC AND MERCY. 


(BY M. LYSTER.) 

An amusing account is published in the 
Matin by M. Sauerwein, the French journa- 
list, on his experiences in the present Chinése 
war with both Northern and Southern ‘rmes, 
** Occasionally,’” he writes, “the Chinese 
soldiers show a certain amount of bravery. 
Generally, they make arrangements according 
to the course taken by the so-called ‘battle. 
If they notice that they are not going to 
win the day, they simply wait to be beaten. 
The troo of Marshal Chang Tso-lin, as 
well as bhios of Chang Tsun-chang, divide 
themselves into bodies. of four or five 
thousand men, who act on their own judg- 
ment. According to temperament, they tight 
with one another, surrender, or make a bar- 
gain. It happens that a Chinese general 
suddenly finds that he has 50,000 men miss- 
ing. They have gone over to the enemy 
in the night. 

Magic plays an important part. The young 
son of Chang Tso-lin attempted @ coup when 
he penetrated Honan and cro ellow 
River. The enemy with whom he had to 
deal here were called “ Red Lancers.’’ These 
were cunning magicians. Everywhere the 
troops of Chang Tso-lin went they found bits 
of paper scattered, on which the most dread- 
ful curses against them were written, the 
worst being that all their ancestors: had 
withdrawn their protection from. them for- 
ever. Chang Tso-lin, however, had his own 
magicians, and these made everything right 
by explaining to the soldiers that the curse 
could not work if every soldier had a. blood- 
red rag. tied to the end of his bayonet. Sixty 
thousand blood-red rags had to procured 
in. a few days. : 

Between the millions of fighting -soldiers 
in China there is no bitterness. .Recently 
Marshal Chang Tso-lin was. given a. choice 
of French grenades, that burst with very 
little noise and did very great damage, and 
those of Chinese. origin, that exploded with a 
frightful noise, but did no one any harm. 
He chose the latter, saying: ‘‘One-must 
carry on war in the most humane way 
possible.”’ 

Chang Tso-lin is the son of a swine- 
slaughterer. During a former war he de- 
serted and lived for three months working 
as a water-carrier with the French nuns in 
Newchang. Then he formed a band of 
robbers that made rich people prisoners and 
held them for large sums to ransom. In 
the Russian-Japanese war he served on the 
Japanese side, and plundered Russian 
baggage. Later he distinguished himself in 
the Chinese army in Mongolia. © Hex was 
made Governor of Fengtien, and more re- 
cently Governor-General of the three eastern 
provinces of. the Chinese blic..* Now 
he rules over twenty-four millions of men, 
theoretically, but for personal safety he must 
continually have a guard of two thonsand 
soldiers. He knows. that those who call 
him ‘‘ dearly. beloved brother ’’ to-day. might, 
with a hand grenadé te-morrow, send him 
hurrying to eternity.
